ABANDONS TURBINE ENGINE. 


United States Navy Goes Back to 
the Reciprocating Type Despite the 
Predilicctions of Foreigners.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—After 
comparative tests on a number of 
vessels, the navy has decided to aban- 
don the turbine type of engines for 
battleships and to substitute the re- 
ciprocating engines—this despite the 
fact that virtually’ all other nations 
have adopted the turbine engines.

TAKE CASE TO WHITE HOUSE. 


Nicholson's Friends Appeal to the 

President from Meyer's Order to Re- 

organize Navigation Board. 

[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The con- 
troversy over the replacing of Rear- 
Admiral Nicholson as chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation of the Navy De- 
partment by Commander Philip An- 
drews, naval aide to Secretary Meyer, 
which already had spread from naval 
circles to members of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, was carried to the 
White House today. 

Rear-Admira! Nicholson had served 
only two years of the usual four years’ 
term as chief of the Navigation Bu- 
reau when orders were issued tu 
transfer him to command the Asiatic 
fleet. President Taft approved this, as 
well as Secretary Meyer's decision to 
appoint Commander Andrews as chief 
of the bureau.

O RECLAIM THE 


DRAINAGE ADVOCATES TO OR- 
GANIZE SEPARATELY. 


A New Conservation Movement Is 
Started at Irrigation Congress 
Having for its Object the Salva- 
tion of Vast Area of Swamp and 
Overfiow Lands in Southern States. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—Another con- 
servation movement was created to- 
day when at the National Irrigation 
Congress the delegates interested in 
drainage of swamp lands decided to 
form a separate organization to urge 
the Federal government to care for 
the overflowed lands of the country, 
as it is doing for the arid lands. 

The new organization, which will 
probably be ealled the National Rec- 
lamation Congress, is to co-operate 
with the Irrigation Congress. 

“It was decided that if drainage 
were to receive support from the Fed- 
eral government the movement must 
take distinct form separate from irri- 
gation projects,” said BE. T. Perkins 
of Illinois, who has been selected 
temporary chairman. “The new 
movement will affect the Mississippi 
Valiey, the Gulf and the South At- 
lantic States. There are about 70,- 
000.000 acres of swamp land which 
can be drained for about $10 an 
acre. 

A protest against what was termed 
“an extravagant waste of money by 
the navy when there was no prospect 
of war,” was made in a resolution of- 
fered by John Fairweather of Fresno, 
Cal. 

“California is getting tired of this 
war talk,” said Mr. Fairweather. “I 
ask this congress to oppose the Sec- 
retary of the Navy's plea for three 
$12,000,000 warships when only $17,- 
000,000 is allowed by the government 
for agricultural purposes.”’ 

; The resolution is to be acted upon 
ater. 


STATE INVESTS SURPLUS. 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 6.—One 
hundred and ten thousand dollars 
worth of bonds, divided into three 
issues, was purchased today by the 
State Board of Control for the State 
of California as an investment of 
State funds for the benefit of the 
State school funds.

United States Navy Goes Back to 
the Reciprocating Type Despite the

PUBLIC UTILITY BOARD CHIEF 


HAS RESIGNED. 


Secks to Follow His Iniimation of 
Desire to Leave Position Given 
Six Weeks Ago, But the Mayor 
Declines to Receive Withdrawel 


Favors Paying Incumbent. 
President Lewis R. Works of the 
Board of Public Utilities sent his res- 
ignation to Mayor Alexander yester- 
day afternoon. The Mayor did not ac- 
cept it. The Mayor will not accept 
it, not just now, at any rate, for Al- 
exander hopes to keep Works on the 
administration's working staff. 

Works announced six weeks ago 
that he intended to resign just as 
scon as the general franchise ordi- 
nance had been framed by the confer- 
ence of which he was acting chalr- 
wan. He said he was neglecting 
private business and he could 
ford to continue to do so. Iie au- 
nounced that he would alwuys remain 
with the administration in its efforts 
to adopt such an ordinance and prom- 
ised any aid he could give. 

Yesterday, with the election over, 
with the general franchise ordinance 
drawn and before the Council, with 
the outlook cleared for any new en- 
terprise thé Board of Public Utilities 
might choose to undertake, Works de- 
cided that the time for the accept- 
ance of his resignation had arrived 
and he wrote a short note to the May- 
or. 
The Mayor read the letter, and fol- 
lowing the course of the Chey Coun- 
cil in its treatment of correspondence 
that it does not care to consider, he 
placed the communication on file. It 
is still on file. ; 

“] de not want to accept Mr. 
Works's resignation,” said he, “and 
if it can be avoided, I do not intend 
‘o do it. But there is no doubt that 
the office of president of the Board of 
Public Utilities, entailing as it does a 
demand for the incumbent's time that 
forces him to give to the city prac- 
tically all his hours of work, ought 
te carry a salary. I am going to send 
a recommendation to the City Council 
asking that a salary. be attached to 
the office that will be sufficient to re- 
munerate the man who holds the 
viace,” 


IT IS TO DRINK. 

CITY COUNCIL NOT AFRAID. 

Glanders or no gianders, the pub- 
Jc drinking fountains for man and 
beast are to remain in use, despite the 
petition of the employing teamsters 
‘and a majority of the veterinary sur- 
seons in and around Los Angeles. The 
City Council by a vote of five to four, 
so decided yesterday. 

Last week, after listening to the 
statements and arguments of Health 
Commissioner Powers in favor of clos- 
ing the fountains to the public, it be- 
Ing asserted’ that thirty-seven horses 
had died in three weeks af glanders, 
and that the fountains were an im- 
portant factor in the spread of the 
lisease, the Council by a unanimous 
vote ordered the City Attorney to pre- 
pare an ordinance making it a mis- 
Jemeanor to use the fountains. 

When City Attorney Shenk sub- 
mitted the proposed ordinance yester- 
day it was not received with any en- 
thusiasm. Councilman Stewart spoke 
briefly in its favor, saying that it was 
the first step in an effort to get at a 
condition of affairs that needed cor- 
rection. But five of his colleagues did 
aot agree with him. 

Four veterinary surgeons took the 
stand, two of whom § sustained the 
contention of Health Commissioner 
Powers that the disease of glanders 

-\s spread by public watering 
troughs. The other two said the 
xérms can be and are conveyed by 
the dust and also by grazing and by 
feed, and that water is the least 
harmful of the distributing agents. 

Gregory, Whiffen, Williams and 
Lusk and O’Brien opposed the meas- 
uré, while Stewart, Washburn, An- 
irews and Betkouski favored it. Dr. 
Powers is not satistied to allow it to 
femain thus defeated and will prob- 
ibly atteMpt to gain the same result 
by other means, as he is sure the 
fountains spread the disease. 

LICENSE RESTORED. 
TWO YEARS’ MINUS. 

After having been deprived of his 
restaurant liquor. license for two 
years, John E. Bfink was given per- 
mission to sell drinks by the Police 
Commission again, vesterday. 

Brink's case occupied considerable 
attention before the commission two 
years ago. He was accused by several! 
clergymen of having sold liquor to 
women without i..sisting on the 
Jormality of their ordering something 
to eat at the same time, and the Po- 
lice Commission after hearing the 
evidence, agreed that he was guilty.

Citizens’ Committee Jubilant 
Over Its Work.

Resolution "Approving Policy 
of “The Times.”
